WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 
Kennedy 
sent 
Congress today a consum- 
mer - flavored farm mes­ 
sage 
proposing 
federal 
subsidies to spur cotton 
sales and to encourage vol­ 
untary production curbs on 
feed grains and milk. 
An 
administration 
of­ 
ficial estimated that the 
proposals could trim ISM 
million to $500 million off 
the taxpayers' outlay for 
farm supports and lf cents 
a pound off the retail price 
of butter. 
Kennedy said his program, in­ 
cluding direct government pay­ 
ments to the cotton trade, cotton 
growers, and producers of milk 
and feed grains, would lead to­ 
ward a stable farm economy and 
tower consumer prices. 
In a 4.200-word message, th# 
President also called directly on 
wheat growers to accept a tight 
new control program for their 
1964 crop in a referendum ached- 
uled for this spring. 
He said the alternative would 
be unlimited production and "de­ 
pression conditions for the 1964 
crop.” He warned that it would 
not be "feasible'' to get a sub­ 
stitute wheat s u p p o r t plan 
through Congress if the referen­ 
dum failed. 
Income Improves 
Kennedy said that the past two 
years have produced "substantial 
improvement in farm income, a 
substantial decrease in govern­ 
ment holdings of (surplus) agri­ 
cultural products, and a substan­ 
tial reduction in costs to tho tax­ 
payer for carrying farm sur­ 
pluses w ithout increasing the con­ 
sumer's burden.” 
He said the rise in farm In­ 
come had generated added busi­ 
es for rural industries and 
farm communities, adding at 
least 200.000 jobs to the nation­ 
al economy. Nevertheless, he 
added, farmers still can produce 
more than markets will take and 
further progress is needed. 
The proposals for new cotton, 
feed grain, and dairy legislation 
—the feed grain plan to taka ef­ 
fect next year — were laid out 
in general terms with Congress 
invited to fill in many of tho key 
details. 
The request for voluntary-con­ 
trol plans for milk and feed 
grains was a conciliatory retreat 
from past administration propos­ 
als for mandatory controls. Con­ 
gress rejected the mandatory 
plans after a bitter partisan tight 
last year. 
In addition to the three major 
commodity bills, the President 
proposed a number of other 
measures including expansion of

Ten years have elapsed since 
Cie Bucks County Planning Com­ 
missi jn submitted to the Penn­ 
sylvania Department of Highways 
its recommendations for improve­ 
ments on the Lover Bucks portion 
of U. S. Route I. 
But while the highway depart­ 
ment enthusiastically endorsed the 
planning commissions recommen­ 
dations — somewhere along the 


line ;‘s enthusiasm fizzed out. 
The result? 
Route I, a 2,418 - mil* major 
highway stretching from Florida 
to Maine remains an 11-mile long 
deplorable roadway winding la­ 
mentably through Lower Bucks 
even though it serves as a main 
artery between the two largest 
cities in the eastern part of our 
nation. 
Require Relief 
As far back as December 1953, 
the county planning commission 
advised the Pennsylvania Depart­ 
ment of Highways that the func­ 


tions of both Route I and Route 
IS were being preempted by local 
use and commercial abutting prop­ 
erties; that upon completion of 
the 
turnpike 
Delaware 
River 
Bridge connecting the New Jer­ 
sey Turnpike with the Pennsyl­ 
vania Turnpike relief would be 
required through traffic by means 
of limited access highways. 
Hie highway department ac­ 
knowledged receipt of the recom­ 
mendation — said it would con­ 
duct a study. 
More correspondence followed 
with the planning commission re­ 


peats : its warning about the need 
for Route I improvement. 
Also proposed by the commis­ 
sion was that Route I id Bensa- 
lem Township and the superhigh­ 
way in Middletown Township be 
made into a continuous route con­ 
necting with Route I at Lincoln 
Point in Falls Township, thereby 
creating an 11-mile almost unre­ 
stricted route which now stretch­ 
es only 4.7-miles and ends in 
what has been referred to as a 
"cinder pile." 
Controlled Access 
The planning commission also 


proposed that the 4.7-miles-long 
stretch from Philadelphia County 
Line to the terminating point of 
the Superhighway be "controlled 
acces " so that the pattern of 
through traffic may continue un­ 
interrupted by traffic "signals and 
local vehicles. 
The highway department agreed 
to study that proposal, too. 
Finally, in early 1960, it gave 
its final endorsement to the plan­ 
ning commission’s recommenda­ 
tions of a limited access highway 
for Route I and the extension of 
the superhighway to Lincoln Point 


in FUHS Township. 


But in July of 1900, Langhorne 
Manor Borough Council lowered 
the boom. 
Council members loudly protest­ 
ed the superhighway becoming a 
limited access highway, complain 
ing that bisecting Uke borough 
would result in much difficulty of 
operation and loss of efficiency in 
fire and police protection. 
Other reasons given by Lang­ 
horne Manor for rejecting the 
"limited access" proposal were 
ti. t residential properties and 


comme rice! properties would de­
